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Convocation 1983 
Over 1100 
at Redeemer’s Second Convocation 


On Labour Day, September 5, 1983, over 
1100 people from all over Ontario joined 
together as faculty, staff, students, 
members and friends of Redeemer College 
to mark the beginning of the second 
academic year, 

The heat was oppressive and for some 
even unbearable. Yet, there was a real 
spirit of thankfulness and joy as the 
Redeemer family joined together in praise 
and thankfulness with magnificent singing 
and earnest prayer. 

Just prior to the beginning of the service, 
most of the 168 full-time students were 
ushered into the auditorium of Centenary 
United Church, Main Street, Hamilton. The

After the playing of the organ prelude by 
Miss Marian Van Til—part-time music in- 
structor at Redeemer and veteran organist 
of Redeemer special events—Dr. Vince van 
Dijk, Acting Dean of Redeemer College, 
marshalled in the part-time and full-time 
members of the faculty, Mr. Nick Van 
Duyvendyk of Ottawa, Chairman of the 
Board of Governors, Rev. J. De Jong of 
Georgetown, a member of the Board of 
Governors and Rev. Henry R. De Bolster, 
President of the College. 

The Convocation began with the rousing 
singing of Martin Luther's great Reforma- 
tion hymn, “A Mighty Fortress is Qur God" 
followed by opening comments from 
Chairman Van Duyvendyk. 

Because members of the Redeemer 
family had come from far and wide, repre- 
senting many different church homes, the 
liturgy included the singing of the 
“Apostle’s Creed” as a concrete expression 
of unity and oneness in Christ. 

The first highlight of the Convocation was. 
the presentation of “One Year Certificates” 
to 23 “pioneer” students. First-year 
students who earn at least 36 credits during 
their year at Redeemer and who have a 
5.00 grade point average or better receive 
this Certificate. Elsewhere in Reflections 
you will see which “pioneer” students 
were awarded the certificate, where their 
hometowns are and what they are doing 
this year.

The crowd, seeking relief from the stifling 
heat in the building, quickly headed for the 
exits and soon overflowed onto two lanes 
of Main Street. 

A special guest at the Convocation was 
Robert Morrow, Mayor of the City of 
Hamilton. Mayor Morrow met with Mr. 
Van Duyvendyk and Rev. De Bolster after 
the service and added his personal con- 
gratulations, as well as those of the City. 

The administration of Redeemer was 
somewhat apprehensive about this second 
Convocation, not knowing what to expect 
when it came to the size of the audience. 

At the same time, Redeemer College was 
determined that this event be more than 
simply the Redeemer College Convocation. 
Convocations are normally a somewhat for- 
mal academic affair for faculty and 
students. Redeemer wants to institute its 
annual Convocation as a “‘rally’ for all 
endeavors of Christian education at all 
levels, in order to serve as an inspirational 
preparation to the new school year. For 
that reason special invitations to Christian 
school administrators, faculty and board 
members had been sent out prior to Labour 
Day. 

The large crowd convinced Redeemer 
College it is on the right track, and it is now 
considering making the Convocation an 
annual Labour Day event for all levels of 
Christian Education, 

But, one thing is for sure! If Redeemer 
College has another Convocation on 
Labour Day next year—it will be in an air- 
conditioned facility!

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The address given on Labour Day by President De 
Bolster on the occasion of the second Convocation 
was entitled “Querencia”. Even though we hope to 
make the full address available to you at a later date, 
we want to give you a summary of that address so that 
you have a little bit of an idea of what the term 
“querencia’’ means. 

‘The title for the address has been borrowed from a 
book entitled College of Character, written by 
Warren Bryan Martin. Dr. Martin quotes from a New 
Yorker editorial: 


‘Querencia’ is a Spanish word that means affection of 
the place one calls home and the sense of well-being 
given by that place. It means being nourished by that 
to which you belong. Normally defined, it means the 
immediate environment in which the person lives, but 
one can apply it to home in a larger sense without 
vitiating its meaning. One could say, for example, that 
T.S. Eliot moved to England because he found his 
‘querencia’ there. Solzhenitsyn, despite his hostility 
toward the Soviet government, remains cold in his 
attitude toward the West at least partly because his 
querencia is in Russia. We live in a world awash with 
people torn from their querencia. Or people who 
have forsaken it and find that its lack is a kind of 
starvation. Querencia nourishes. 


As s00n as one Says querencia;y; several institutions 
come to mind. 

In the first place we think of the home. If we cannot 
feel at home within our family relationship, that is if 
our home is not a querencia, we have problems. 

A second institution that comes to mind is the 
church. Again, if there is no sense of providing for the 
well-being of the membefs, if the members do not 
receive nourishment from the Word of God, then 
there is something seriously wrong. 

However, in this address we want to pay attention 
to education in the context of querencia. 

Querencia for God’s people can only exist where a 
living relationship with Jesus Christ is exercised. 
Querencia is only where one is able to live the cove- 
nant relationship. After all, as God's children we live 
as citizens of His Kingdom. Unfortunately, this world 
rejects that truth, and that makes it all the more im- 
portant to make sure that where God's people, 
especially where God's children are being educated, 
a place must be there which can be called home—a 
place that exists for the well-being of everyone, a 
place where nourishment takes place within the 
covenant setting. 

In order for Redeemer College to be such a queren- 
cia, it must be a college of Christian character. 

The first thing needed is a faculty and staff devoted 
to Jesus Christ. This personal commitment to the Lord 
must be number one. The College cannot be home if 
the atmosphere, the spirit, in the College does not 
breathe a hearty joyful relationship to our triune God. 

Secondly, but not any less important, the direction

given in teaching Christian and Biblical perspectives 
need to be opened up. It does not follaw automatic- 
ally that someone whose life is committed to Jesus 
Christ will also give a Christian and Biblical perspec- 
tive in the discipline he or she teaches. The academic 
world has rejected Christ as King of the sciences, and 
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therefore, it will be necessary for our professors to 
study hard, to do much research and to receive as 
much knowledge of their discipline as they possibly 
can, Let us not forget that they do their work in the 
midst of an academic community that easily tries to 
convince everyone that as soon as one says “Christian 
perspective” one is no longer a scientist. After all, 
biology is biology, art is art, language is language, two 
and two are four for the Christian as much as for the 
non-Christian. 

Of course, it is true that we can learn a lot from the 
non-Christian scholar because whether he 
acknowledges this or not, whether he believes it or 
not, he is busy with God's creation. Let us be thankful 
that the creation order has not changed. Man has not 
been able to make out of God's hand that which God 
has made. Nevertheless, in order to teach a Biblical 
and Christian perspective, our professors must be 
busy, not only in the preparation of their courses, but 
also in doing research work during the summer 
months, They must dig deeply into their areas of ex- 
pertise, into their disciplines, so that they will help 
students see the greatness of God in each area of life. 

The purpose of our College is to help students 
receive a vision of the wholeness of life in relationship 
to Ged. In order for all of us to be able to say that our 
College is a querencia, we will have to learn to see 
again that Christian life and Christian learning are one 
and must be looked upon from the same perspective. 
As Christ is Lord over our personal lives, so He is Lord 
over all of academic life. In order to get that message 
across in the College, we need the best possible in- 
struction with the best possible Christian perspective. 
In other words, we need the best possible Christian 
professors to be the best possible teachers. 

Querencia—home—in the all-inclusive sense of the 
word, That is the challenge of Redeemer College; that 
is the challenge of Christian education in general. Let 
us take that challenge, and in total dependence on 
the Lord, let us work together so that our schools and 
our College may be a querencia this coming year for 
all those involved in them.
